And whereas the Central Government in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub -section ( 1 ) of section 
5 of the said Act, constituted , vide notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs 
S .O . No. 941( E ), dated the 10th November, 1989 , 
the Unlawful Activities ( Prevention ) Tribunal , con 
sisting of Shri Justice J. M . Srivastava, Judge of the 
Gauhati High Court ; 

And whereas the Central Government, in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub - section ( 1 ) of sec 
tion 4 of the said Act, referred the said nolification 
to the said Tribunal on the 23rd November, 1989 for 
the purpuse of adjudicating whether or not there was 
sufficient cause for declaring the said associations as 
unlawful; 

And whereas the said Tribunal, in cxercise of the 
powers conferred by sub - section ( 3 ) of section 4 of 
the said Act made a Report and Order on the 19th 
April , 1990 confirming the declaration made s the 
notification S. O . No. 851(E ) dated the 26th October , 
1989; 

Now , therefore , in pursuance of sub -section ( 4 ) of 
section 4 of the said Act, the Central Government 
hereby puhli hes he said Report and Order, name 
ly :

REPORT AND ORDER 
This is a reference under Section 4 ( 1 ) of the Un 
lawful Activities ( Prevention ) Act, 1967, hereafter 1c 
ferred for short the Act .

No person for or on behalf of the said organisations 
has inad . 2 pcurance , por any cause has been shown 
in resnonse to the notice . When the matter was taken 
up for hearing on and from 4th Anril , 1990 . no one 
for or on behalf of the aforesaid organisations app 
eared before the Tribunal.

tion , Their volunteers were trained in ideology and 
use of urms in China . Their programmo included 
collection of arms and ammunition by killing security 
forces and police personnel, by raid on isolated pulico 
and army posts and indulgence in wide scale armcu 
violence . In the year 1976 , the Armed Revolution 
ary Government of Man pur ( ARGM ) was re -namrud
